I refer to the com m is­ 
sioning of the IO billion electron 
volt proton-synchrotron or accel­ 
erator at Dubna on the outskirts 
of Moscow. Last April the accel­ 
erator, the only one of its kind 
in

produced

particles with a record energy of 
IO bev (billion electron volts). 


These 
are in effect artificial 
cosmic rays. 
The particles provide science 
with new tools for delving deeper! 
into the secrets of the atom’s nu-j 
deus. To obtain them, it was nec-j

weighing 36,000 tons. 


Better Than Ours 


The giant new accelerator sur­ 
passes two similar installations 
operating in the U.S. in size and 
energy of its particles. It is a 
jgreat landmark in the history of) 
science.

are

that may be called the ‘‘micro- 
world” — a world of inconceiva­ 
bly small space and time. This J 
is the world of the recently dis­ 
covered particles of matter, the 
so-called mesons, hyperons and

study of the cosmos. 
Cosmic rays are a stream of 
nuclear particles, accelerated to

I speed in this area equals IO bev— 
I the same as in the proton syn­ 
chrotron we have now built. 
This stream of particles, whose 
sources are located somewhere in 
the innermost depths of cosmic 
space, contain not only nuclei of

also atomic nuclei of a number 
of other light energy particles. 
Physicists have long been using 
such natural high energy parti­
